Lot four was fed one part lngli- 
grade peanut meal to six parts milo 
chops. 
Lot five was f«*«l one part low- 
grade peanut meal to five parts 
tnilo chops. 
Lot six was fed half high grade 
peanut meal to half milo chops.| 
The hogs were all fed for what 
they would dean up and for 77 
days. 
The low grade peanut meal is 
that made from the peanut when 
pressed with shell and all. 
The 
high grade peanut meal is that 
made from the nut when shelled 
before pressing. 
Lots two three, four and five are 
balanced rations, as we supply that 
to the usual most successful com­ 
binations of fats and proteins. Lot 
one of course didn t have enough 
protein or growing food even for 
fattening hogs. Lot six had a big 
excess of prbtein, according to our 
present standards. 
Each feed was charged up at the 
then curdrent prices, and though 
the were cheaper than now, so 
were the hogs and the proportion­ 
ate ratio remains about the same. 
Lot No. 1 Paid Small Profit 
As w’ould be supposed, lot one 
paid only a small profit on the 
food consumed. ,It proved that it 
never pays to teed maize or corn 
alone, regardless of the price oi 
proteins. 
The cottonseed meal pen made a 
much better gain on less feed and 
several times the profit. 
The tankage and meal pen did 
well ahd made gains cheaply, but 
at a little higher cost than the cot­ 
tonseed meal pen and the peanut 
meal pens on account of th** high 
cost of tankage. 
All the peanut meal pens du 
better than the others, and 
seems ill** more meal was fed the 
cheaper the gains made. 
Pen six, though theoretically con 
made the cheapest gains and took 
the l«*ast feed per pound of meat 
In this pen it did not average 
quite three ami a half pounds o 
the peanut meal and milo chops to 
make every’ pound of pork,
